EVENTS NEAR HOME. 


San Franciseo Excited Over 
a Ghastly Discovery. 


The Bones of Fifteen Persons Un- 
earthed at the Potrero. 


The Northern Citrus Belt Struggling 
to Boom.

SAN FrANcI8co, Dec. 10.—[By the West- 
tern Associated Press.| A few days ago, in 
the mud flats of the bay near the Potrero, in 
the southern part of the city, a skeleton was 
found. This led to prospecting the locality 
for means to identify the bones, with the re- 
sult that the ne&t day another skeleton was 
unearthed, and today a large number of 
bones were brought to light. In the ghastly 
collection there are no less than seven skulls, 
and the femers and tibias found represent 
the remains of fifteen persons. The locality 
where the bones were found is astir with 
tales of foul deeds and wholesale murder. 
The fact that two of the skulls have holes in 
them is believed toconfirm such supposition. 
Another theory is that they are the bones of 
pauper inmates of some public institution 
that have been dumped into the bay by men 
employed to bury them, as the easiest way 
of disposing of them. A full investigation 
will be made by the Coroner.

ORGANIZED LABOR. 


Proceedings of the Trades and Labor 
Convention at Columbus. 

CoLuMBuUs, Dec. 10.—|By the Western 
Associated Press.] The Trades Conference 
to-day instructed its committee to insist 
upon a settlement of the differences be- 
tween theunions and the Knights of Labor 
upon the basis of a trades treaty, and Mr.

It was decided to make the night session 
continuous to the close. The conference re- 
solved itself into a trades congress about 4 
p.in., and some time was devoted to financial 
matters. When the congress adjourned it 
was understood that the conference of the 
trades would form an amalgamation, and 
that when the congress. adjourns for this 
= it will be sine die, and no longer 
exist. 

Chairman House of the Powderly com- 
mittee revorts to-night that their conference 
with the trades committee resulted in an 
understanding that negotiations on the 
basis of a trades union treaty was out of 
the question, and before the conference 
closed the trades union men talked ve 
fairly anda tacit understanding was reached.

STRIKING CARMEN. 


Attempt to Run Cars on the Tied- 
up Roads in San Francisco. 

SAN FrRANctisco, Dec. 10.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.} The “tie up” on 
the Sutter-street road was broken this morn- 
ing. Four cars were started, the first two 
being engineered by assistant superintend- 
ents of the road, and the others by clerks in 
the office. No attempt was made to im- 
pede the progress of the cars by the strikers. 
The strikers have had cireulars printed ap- 
pealing tothe peeple not to patronize the 
road, and are séattering them broadcast 
throughout the city. No attempt was made 
to start the cars on the Vacifie or Larkin- 
street branches. 

MOKE TROUBLE 

Late last night, when the strikers on the 
Sutter-street cable road heard that Superin- 
tendent McCord intended to attempt to run 
the cars to-day; a meeting was called anda 
eonference held with a delegation from the 
Geary-street cable road. It was urged upon 
the Geary-street men that many 
in the Sutter-street road were also stock- 
holders in the Geary-street line, and that 
while the latter road was allowed to run 
there would be less chance of bringing the 
Sutter-street company to terms. 

DEMANDING MORE PAY. 

The result of the conference was that the 
Geary-street men appointed a committee to 
wait on Superintendent Reynolds of that 
road with a demand that the pay be increas- 
ed from $2.25 to $2.50 per day, and that the 
time be reduced from thirteen and a half 
and fourteen hours to twelve hours. The 
committee waited on the superintendent, 
who received them courteously. and an- 
nounced to them that if possible he would 
see that their request was acceded to, and 
would endeavor to give them a _ definite 
answer by 3 o’elock this afternoon. 

NO DIKTURBANCE. 

SAN FRANcIsco, Dec. 10.—No change had 
taken place at a late hour to-night in the 
street-car strike.

Lonpon, Dee. 10.—[By Cable.] On the 
resumption of. the Campbell divorce case 
to-lay Mr. Murphy, counsel for Gen. Buller, 
defended his client against the allegations 
that he had been criminally intimate with 
Lady Colin. He denounced the witnesses 
who had testified for the defense and de- 
clared that perjury was rifeand stalking 
abroad. 

Counsel for Dr. Bird then spoke in his de- 
fense. He said the charges which had been 
brought against his client included adultery 
and procuring and concealing a miscarriage, 
If they were proved Dr. Bird’s credit, repu- . 
tation and position would be destroyed. He 
declared that it was monstrous that such 
charges should be made on such flimsy evi- 
dence. 

Lady Colin Campbell was then called. She 
entered the witness box amid profound 
silence. She was very pale, and testified in 
a slow, distinct voice. She testified that the 
nature of Lord Campbell’s illness was un- 
known to her until May, 1 She never 
pressed Lord Colin to marry her, but her 
mother disliked long engagements. Contin- 
uing, Lady Colin said she was educated in 
Italy, and spoke Italian and French before 


she learned the English language. She 
sang, painted and wrote books. She 
was also a journalist. She sang at 
forty charity concerts, not one of 
which Lord Colin attended. She taught 


night classes of factory girls, visited the 
poor in the daytime and served soup for 
two hours and worked daily aiding the poor 
of Saffron Hill. She went into society alone 
at her husband's express wish, in order that 
the tact of his illness should be unknown.

A European War Predicted in the 
| 3 Near Future. 

New York, Dec. 10.—[By the ‘Western 
Associated Press.} A London cablegram 


says: “A European war is now definitely

Associated Press.| The crop report of the 
Department of Agriculture says; ‘December 
returns average firm. Prices-‘by counties 
show material reduction as compared with 
the value of the crops of 1885, in wheat, rye 
and barley. Corn has made an advance 
nearly equivalent to the percentage of the 
reduction in. quantity. Oats in sympathy 
with corn rather than with the small grain 
used for human food averages a slightly 
higher value than last year. The farm value. 
of corn was 33 cents per bushel in December 
last. It is now 37 cents, 1 cent higher than 
the crop of 1884. The average for the previ- 
ous 5 years was 44.7 ‘vents, and for the 10 
years prior to L880 it was 42.6 cents, The 
average December price of wheat is 69 cents, 
a reduction of 8 cents from the average 
value of the last crop, and 43 cents above the 
price in 1884.”

AT GRANT'S. 


“LUM” AND “DOC” CONTINUE 
THEIR TERRITORIAL PASEO. 


A Sheep-Shearing Scene—One Small 
Cattle-Ranch—A Savage Dog and 
His Ugly Work—The Confident 
Coyote. 


Monday evening, after two full days 
at Manuelito, in which time we had ac- 
quired another raft of Navajoe blank- 
ets, etc., we bade farewell to the clever 
friends there and mounted the east- 
bound train. As we had left the mano 
at Flagstaff, so we left the petrified 
wood at Manuelito, to be caught up on 
our way home. On the train this even- 
ing were Maj. Frew, going back fora 
visit to his old Ohio home, and Col. J. 
O. Wheeler, who was steering for Bos- 
ton, the old home city he had not seen 
for I don’t know how many years. Mrs. 
Aldrich and the baby were also going 
from Manuelito to Kansas on a visit. 
So we had good company that night as 
far as we went. 

It was too dark to see the ruddy 
glories of the sandstone mesas which 
stand in giant phalanx along the north 
of the valley for a bundred miles.. A 
gentle rain was falling as we stepped 
off at Coolidge for the evening 
meal, and we anticipated a little snow- 
flurry later. But the night was 
~warm; and when—supper accom- 
plished — rolled slowly up 
the Continental Divide, perched 
fora moment on the summit 7200 feet 
above the sea, and then sped on down 
the long slope to the eastward, the rain- 
drops were still soft and gentle, and on 
the far, smooth head of Mount Taylor 
the white moonlight lingered like a 
benediction. When I first saw that 
long acclivity it was near] 
deep with snow; and now a far-off light 
among the cedars brought a warm wave 
to my heart as I remembered that bitter 
and weary night when Lockhart sat 
crying in the snow, saying he would 
sooner die there than move another 
step—and then we spied this blessed 


Juan Arragon’s lonely casa. If 1 were 
to go over that road a hundred times 
a year I believe I should never fail to 
peer through the car window till my 
eyes again rested upon that well-re- 
membered gleam. 

And now the moon came out upon 

the great reaches of brown grass, the 
stunted cedars and the vast, black 
lava-flows. If there is any desolate- 
‘looking sight in the whole world, it is 
a lava country by bright moonlight. 
The all-revealing day does not show 
half the night-time savagery in it. 
There has been once a very warm time 
along that valley of the Rio Puerco of 
the East, when square miles were 
seething With molten rock. To-day 
the petrified fires of those old voleanic 
days line the track for miles, banked 
up, twenty feet high. 
+ At about 9 o’clock we tumbled off in 
the darkness at Grant’s; and lo! be- 
hind us off tumbled the very people we 
had come so séé—Stmor-and Emil 
Bibo. They had ridden over from 
Coolidge on the same train, unbeknown 
tous. We had a grand handshake and 
then grunted over with our ponderous 
traps to the familiar store, with its ex- 
terior hills of hides and wool. Br’er 
Bibo was fixing up his neat little frame 
cottage, which had proved a trifle too 
permeable  _to the intrusive winter 
weather of that 6000-foot altitude. . He 
had just finished it with an inside wall 
of adobe, and only one room was dry. 
We installed Doc therein, with Simon’s 
four pretty children, while we men- 
folks took up our quarterg at the store. 
I had the same luxurious’ couch as two 
years before—some big Navajoe blank- 
ets on top of the counter; and with 
the same good luck, I didn’t roll off. 

Up in good season in the morning, 
we demolished a substantial breakfast 
prepared by Antonio, a youth from 
Acoma, and then sallied forth in quest 
of adventures. Up along the barren 
tamalpais hillside, quarter of a mile 
back of the house, some Mexican 
boys were propelling a flock of several 
thousand sheep toward acorral. We 
shouldered the camera and went up.

huddled woollies. While one paisano 
swept a clear space to throw the 
wool, the rest—each with a large, 


soit cord in his hand—made = an 
assault on the frightened  vic- 
tims..

one hind leg, and dragged it back thus 
to the cleared space, where it was 
flopped upon its side, and its four little 
feet were tied together in a buneh. 
Then with his big shears the shearer 
went over it at lightning speed, and 
With results as disastrous to the epi- 
dermis of the sheep as the tonsorial 
toyingsof a female barber to the cuticle 
of her confiding customer. The sheep. 
however, entered no protest, though 
many had unpleasant blotches left on 
their now unprotected sides. If there 
is anything else on the footstool so 
despondent and blasé looking as a new- 
shorn sheep, I don’t know it. The 
poor little fellows, the seeming shadows 
of their former selves, wandered off in 
a disconsolate, don’t-view-me-with-a- 
critic’s-eye sortof fashion, as though 
they realized what total wrecke they 
looked. I presume they did—I almost 
fancied that they blushed as they took 
their nude departure. The instantane-

mind and body. . It took super- 
human prodding with sharp-pointed 
poles in the hands of the men to 
start the cattle out of the open car 
door into the chute. By degrees, how- 
ever, they were thrust. out, confused 
and bleeding, and packed the first 
compartment of the corral. As soon 
as a car was emptied they were let 
into the second yard and thence into 
the third. They walked with droop- 
ing heads and tottering legs. When 
four or five carloads had been thus 
forwarded to the third yard, the outer 
gate of all was opened, showing them 
the way to freedom. The two or three 
nearest the gate would potter out, 
slowly and suspiciously, till they got 
beyond the short wingfence and could 
see the broad acres of brown but nutri- 
tious gramma and the little creek. 
Then what sudden resurrection cof 
drooping spirits; what uplifted heads, 
what stiffening tails. what sky-shaking 
lowings of delight, what weak-kneed 
gallopading which stopped not until 
each grateful mooly was belly-deep in 
the cool creek! Catching the voice of 
thanksgiving the others in the outer 
yard sallied forth and went through 
the same programme. We sat and 
watched for hours, till the brown plain 
was hid by a thousand reviving creat- 
ures, and the air fairly heavy with 
their rnmbling joy.

A dozen Mexican and In- 
dian vaqueros were riding around on 
the outskirts of the herd, but there was 


little need of repression. That was 
just as near heaven as_ those 
cattle cared to get, and _ they 
were going to squeeze out all 


the fun they could. Along in the soft 
twilight, as we were starting out ona 
little rabbit-hunt, the whole great band 
was trotting dustfully down the valley 
toward the ranch, with vaqueros flash- 
ing here and there in the rear as some 
too exuberant cow or calf galloped off 
on a tangent, with heels recalcitrant 
and tail rampant. The Acoma Land 
and Cattle Company is a considerable 
institution. It numbers its pasture 
acres by the mile, and its cattle by the 
ten thousand. It had then received 
3000 new cattle in a week. 

The whole day was one which léaves 
many a pleasant paragraph in memo- 
ry’s serap-book. At night we sat 
in the store and sang until a 
far off whistle called us to the 
station, and directly we were again 
whirling eastward. Simon was goin 
along to Bernalillo to bring his wife 
home froma visit, andthe two com- 
mercial tourists who had passed the 
day with him were headed for Albu- 
querque.

THE KILGORE CASE. 


ARGUMENTS COMMENCED 
BOTH SIDES OF THE CASE. 


ON 


Testimony in Rebuittal—Luitweiler 
Again on the Stand—Powerful 
Argument by Mr. Gage—Theory of 
the Defense. 


On the calling of the Kilgore ease yester- 
day, the District Attorney stated that since 
the last session matters had come to the 
knowledge of the prosecution which would 
render it desirable for the defendant to be 
placed once more upon the stand in relation 
to a matter which he had testified upon. 
The defense objected. Objection over- 
ruled, 

Defendant took the stand, and. was asked 
by the District Attorney whether he did not 
immediately after the killing state to Mr. 
Luitweiler, in his store, that deceased had 
thrown a putty-knife at defendant. [De- 
fense again objected, on the ground that de- 
fendant had been already fully cross-exam- 
ined, Overruled.| Defer@nt replied that 
he did not remember havM said that. He 
might have said so. Wasn't sure what was 
thrown at him altogether. 

in rebuttal 

8. W. LUITWEILER 
was placed on the stand by the prosecution. 
In reply to the same question that had been 
addressed to the defendant in regard to his 
having said that he had thrown a . 
knife, witness believed defendant had said 
So, Defendant was much excited at the 
time. [Witness asked if he stated at the 
preliminary examination words to the same 
effect. Objected to. Objection sustained. ] 

MR. GEISE 

placed on the stand. Asked whether he saw 
any putty cup or brushes thrown on the day 
of the shooting. To this he replied that 
there was nothing thrown except the putty- 
knife. In reply to the Court, witness said 
he must have seen a brush and putty cup 
thrown if such had been done. 

J. E. CLEVELAND 
sworn. Is a carriage painter. Works at 
Luitweiler’s. Was working there at the 
time of the shooting. Was puttying a gear 
at the time. There were three putty-knives 
in use at the shop. Witness was using one. 
Couldn’t say who was using the others. 
There was one putty cup and two brushes in 
the shop. Don’t know who was using the 
cup. yn’t thing he saw any cup or brush 
around there. Has cup and brush with him. 
[Exhibits them.] Had subsequently found 
the putty cup and brush on the wagon upon 
which Oldridge had been working. Witness 
had not used the cup in the meantime. 
Only Luitweiler and witness worked on the 
day of the shooting. Putty is kept soft by 
keeping water on top of it. Left in a eup it 
wouldn’t dry fora couple of days. When 
witness found the cup the putty was ina 
state to be used. If the liquid in the putty 
cup had been emptied when Oldridge was 
shot, he thinks the putty would not have 
been ina condition to use when he found 
it. [By a juror.}] Didn’t know whether 
Oldridge was puttying at the time of the 
shooting. 

The putty cup and brush were filed as 
evidence. 

The prosecution here rested. The de- 
fense here desired to introduce further evi- 
dence as to character of the defendant and 
placed Mr. Babeock, of San José, on the stand 
again. Prosecution objected to the intro- 
duction of such testimony. Counsel for 
defense claimed that as the prosecution had 
impeached defendant’s testimony he had a 
right to produce evidence as to character. 

W. LUITWEILER 
again called by the defense in sur-rebuttal. 
The prosecution objected to testimony by 
this witness. Objection sustained. ‘This 
closed the testimony. 

The Court asked the counsel to be as brief 
as possible in their arguments. Mr. Gage 
offered to submit the case without argument, 
——" offer was not accepted by the prosecu- 

on. 

DISTRICT ATTOREY HOLTON 
opened the argument for the prosecution, in 
the course of which he stated that upto the 
time of the shooting both defendant and de- 
ceased had .borne good reputations. There 
was no dispute as to the fact that Oldridge 
died from the effects of a bullet fired from 
defendant’s pistol. The only thing to be 
established was whether it was an unlawful 
killing and with malice aforethought. The 
question as to whether it was an unlawful 
killing was mueh easier to determine than 
whether there was malice. The latter is a 
difficult matter to arrive at a conclusion 
upon, as it depends upon the hidden work- 
ings of the human heart. 

rhe counsel then reviewed the evidence, 
calling attention to discrepancies in the tes- 
timony of defendant, and laying much 
stress upon the evidence given by the wit- 
ness Giese, the only eye-witness of the 
shooting. The verdict of the jury, the 
counsel remarked, would depend upon the 
relative weight which they might attach to 
the statements of Giese and Kilgore. 

A recess was taken at neon, before the | 
counsel had completed his argument. 

On reassembling the District Attorney 
proceeded to expound to the jury the law 
applicable to the case under trial. In con- 
clusion he remarked that there had not been 
a more important case submitted to a-jury 
during his ineumbency of the office than 
this, 

H. T. GAGE, 
for the defense, next addressed the jury. He 
said he had been willing to submit the case 
without argument, but the defense had _ re- 
fused to do this, for the reason, probably, 
that they were confident in their oratorieal 
wwers to make white appear, black or 
black white. He then touched upon the 
various ‘degrees of murder. and man- 
slaughter, as defined in the statutes. He 
maintained that the defendant acted in self- 
defense and had a reasonable ground to be in 
fear for his life from the deceased. Mr. 
Gage made a very forcible appeal to the 
jury, in the course of which the defendant 
and his father, who sat beside him during 
the whole trial, were affected to tears. The 
counsel further made a point of the fact that 
Kilgore had made no seéret of his carrying 
a pistol, but had spoken of it to deceased's 
friends, and had intimated that he would 
not allow himself to be whipped any more. 

At the close of Mr. Gage'’s address, the 
Court asked Mr. White whether he could 
complete his speech by the time for adjourn- 
ment, it being now 4:30 pm. Mr. White 
replied that he could not. The Court 
stated that a juror had informed him of the 
receipt of a message that two of his children 
were seriously sick. A recess was then 
taken until 10 a.m,

Advertising, Judicious and Injudi- 
cious. 
[San Diego Union.] 

It may be accepted as a rule, to 
which the exceptions are indeed rare, 
that advertising tramps are a fraud. 
By advertising tramps we mean the 
class of solicitors who go from town to 
town, and, for that matter, from State 
to State, working advertising schemes 
for a business. These people have no 
interest in their work beyond its 
profits. They seldom ‘‘do” the same 
town twice, and consequently are re- 
lieved from concern about a reputa- 
tion. Time is of the essence of their 
profit, and hence all they do is done in 
a hurry—and botched. The money 
they take out of a town is gone for 
good. No part of it is ever returned to 
investors. It is money thrown away. 

And then the money loss is not. the 
whole of the misfortune. Their botch- 
work advertisement does positive harm. 
Especially is this true where it applies 
to a newly developing country. These | 
advertising butchers know nothing of 
the subject of which they treat. Asa 
rule they cull and pilfer from the re- 
sults of the honest and valuable labors 
of those who have patientlyjstudied the 
problem, and in doing so, in order to 
conceal the source of their information 


and give their work the semblance of 


originality, they mangle the text from 
which they draw until all its original 
value is destroyed. We have before us 
a pretentious folder from which the fol- 
lowing is culled: 

“SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 

“These are mostly occupied by a

A GENERAL STATEMENT. 

Without giving an opinion upon the 
merits or demerits of cremation, I am 
obliged to say that the process .was far 
less repulsive and grating upon the 
feelings than would be believed by 
those who had never witnessed such an 
occurrence.

BILL NYE ON HOTELS. 


He Describes His Experience at an 
Imitation Hostelry. 
{Chicago Tribune. 

Weare moving about over the country, 
James Whiteomb Riley and I, in the 
capacity of a moral and spectacular 
show. I attend to the spectacular part 
of the business. 
line. 

lam writing this at an imitation 
hotel where two roads fork. Iwill call 
it the Fifth Avenue Hotel, because the 
hotel at a railroad junction is generally 
ealled the Fifth Avenue, or the Gem 
City Hlouse or the Palace Hotel. I 
stopped at an inn some years ago called 
the Palace, and I can truly say that if 
it had ever been a palace it was very 
much run down when I visited it. 

Just us a fond parent of a white- 
eyed, two-legged freak of nature loves 
to name his mentally diluted = son 
Napoleon, and for the same reason 
that a prominent horse-owner in Lili- 
nois last year socked my name on a 
tall, buckskin-colored colt that did not 
resemble me intellectually or physi- 
cally—a colt that did not know enough 
to go around a barbed-wire fence, but 
sought to sift himself through it into 
an untimely grave—so this man has 
named his sway-backed wigwam the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

It is different from the Fifth Avenue 
inmanyv ways. In the first place, there 
is not so much travel and business in 
its neighborhood. As I said before, this 
is where two railroads fork. In fact, 
that is a leading industry here. The 
growth of the town is naturally slow, 
but it is healthy growth. 
There is nothing in the nature 
of dangerous or wildeat speculation in 
ithe advancement of this place; and 
while there has been no noticeable or 
rapid advance in the principal business, 
there has been no falling off at all, and 
these roads are forcing as much to-day 
as they did before the war, while the 
same three men who were present for 
the first glad moment are still here to 
Witness its operation. 

Sometimes a train is derailed, as the 
papers call it, and two or three people 
have to remain over, as we did all night. 
It isat such a time that the Fifth 
Avenue Lotel is the scene of great ex- 
citement. A large codlish, with a broad 
and sunny smile and his bosom full of 
rock salt.is tied in the creek to freshen 
and fit himself for the responsible po- 
<< of tloor manager of the codfish 
ball. 

A pale chambermiaid, wearing a black 
jersey with large pores in it through 
which she is percolating, now goes joy- 
ously up the stairs to make the little 
postofiice lock-box rooms look ten times 
worse than they ever did before. She 
warbles a low refran as_she nimbly 
knocks loose the venerable dust of cen- 
turies and sets it afloat throughout the 
room. All is bustle about the house. 

Especially the chambermaid.

‘**He’ll Buck Some, but tt Can't be 
Helped’\—How to Prevent Him 
Biting and Striking—How to Man- 
age Him Generally.

Every season the same old problem 
is_presented to small cattle owners: 
Whom shall we get to break our 
horses ?”’ To the man who buys horses 
for his hands to use simply as oe would 
buy hobble rope or grub, it may not 
matter so much, but to the aforesaid 
small owner, with his little bunch of 
graded mares and colts, it is oftena 
serious question. First came the cow- 
boy and broncho business, later came 
the “kid gangs,’ and finally evolution 
will bring us stockhands and horsemen. 
The fashion of pounding a broncho into 
a quiescent state with a club is happily 
less fashionable this year than last. 
The ancient method of “‘spurring and 
quirting between jumps” the unfortn- 
nate animal is giving away to common 
sense, and let us hope that next year 
will see the man who whoops and bawls 
relegated to the shades of ** innocuous 
desuetude.”’ 

Many small ranchers cannot afford 
the prices that a good breaker earns, 
and so will often give theuse of a horse 
for a year, to perhaps some irresponsi- 
ble and incompetent buster, who should

ruins. At the end of a year the poor, 
misused dumb skeleton Is returned to 
the rancher with the usual twaddle 


about *‘he’ll buck some, it can’t 
helped it’s their nature.” Rot and: 
nonsense! The mustang of Texas and: 


Mexico, the cayuse of Wyoming and 


Utah, and the Indian ponies of Arizona, 


and Southern California, are all from 
the same hardy, intelligent and well- 
blooded ancestors; and a good stock 
hand may defy any locality to furnish 
him with a perfectly green horse that 
cannot be broken without acquiring the 
habit of pitching and bucking. 

If the following hints can be used by 
anybody they are welcome, as they are 
neither copyrighted nor patented. The 
broncho should be handled in a corral 
by himself, as other horses or men serve 
to distract his attention from the mat- 
ter in hand. Cross-hobble him if he is 
disposed to fight or to be mean. Then 
with a blanket rub arrd stroke him from 
his head to his heels, Stroke him with 
the hand, and remember his ignorance 
of you and have patience. Show him 
that harm cannot come to him so long 
as he is near you and that’ the best 
friend is his trainer. While he is still 
hobbled put the saddle on, draw it off 
over his hips, upon his neck, cinch it, 
and flop the stirrups on to the seat and 
back again. Do everything easily and 
naturally. Don’t whoop holler 
whoa too much. After he ds accus- 
tomed to your movements, take off 
the hobbles and flop the stirrups some 
more. Tie your hackamore, get into 
the saddle and turn him loose. Don't 
attempt to guide him with the bit at 
first, but use the hackamore entirely. 
Use the quirt, but do it sparingly-until 
he learns what the punishment is for. 
Take plenty of time and do-your work 
well, and it will save you lots of time 
some day when time is money. Re- 
member that no two horses are exactly 
alike, and govern your training accord- 
ingly. In short, break your horses to 
use, in preference to busting them for 
show. Many horses show no disposition 
to buck and pitch, but will kick, bite 
or strike wickedly. With many it is 
gg nervousness, and fear lest they 
be hurt. Biters and strikers gener- 
ally belong to this class. | Where 
kicking degenerates into a steady 
thing it should be checked as soon as 
possible. Kicking from nervousness 
may be checked by aHowing the kicker 
to run the range a couple of~ days with 
a Straw-stuffed gunny-sack tied to. his 
tail and dangling against his heels. 
Where a horse kicks from inate vicious- 
ness, the old Spanish way will be found 
as effectual as any. Pass a sircingle 
around the horse just back of the with- 
ers. Tie two stout cords to the heels 
up between the sircingle and body, 
making fast to a plain bit ‘in the 
mouth. Then give him opportunities 
to kick, and after he has jerked his jaw 
a few times he will conclude that an 
easier method of doing his work may 
be found.

The surprise of the party was, of 
course, intensified by the discovery of 
this inscription, for it lent color to the 
assumption that treasure had been un- 
earthed’ .by the supposed tramp, and 
carried off under their very eyes. Fur- 
ther exploration disclosed nothing of 
moment, and to day the identity 
of the discoverer of the buried treasure 
has not been revealed. The possessor 
of the log book, however, who is a resi- 
dent of Oakland, has for some time past 
been endeavoring to translate its con- 
tents, but his with mari- 
time Spanish and the badly preserved 
condition of the document has proved 
a severe trial. After severe and con- 
tinuous study, however; the following 
pertinent facts have been evolved: 

On June 16, 1769, the brig San José 
with materials for the establishment of 
thefAlta California Mission, under com- 
mand of José de Galvez, set sail for the 
port of Loretto, Lower California. Be- 


sides the usual articles used for barter- | 


ing purposes with the aborigines, the 
vessel contained 10,000 Spanish doub- 
loons and a large amount of silver. 
The logbook contained entries up to 
July 19, 1769, and at that date all 
records ceased. - 

The writer, in reading Palou’s ‘* Life 
of Padre Junipero Sexra,”’ finds men- 
tion of a vessel of the same name as 


wrecked some time during the year 
1769, but no mention is made of the 
carriage of treasure. In fact, it would 
seem absurd that a vessel whose sole 
mission was-the establishment of re- 
ligion upon an unknown coast, should 
carry such an amount. The recordin the 
logbook, however, is nearly identical 
with the incident mentioned by Palou. 
If it is so, and the amount of treasure 
carried was all recovered, the fortune 
of the discoverer, the doubloons alone 
considered, must have approximated 
$150,000.. bt might also be possible that 
the vessel had taken advantage of the 
piratical license of the times. and 
effected the capture of some richly- 
laden Spanish treasure ship. If so,the 
story of the cave might be considered 
as fully corroborated.
